The ſecond was printed at 
Oxford by Dr. Bayly from the 
Biſhop's own Hand-writing ; but 
it might have been wiſht, for the 
publick good, that other meaſures 
had been taken, both in regard of 
the Price, and the Language and 
Order of the Book. 

For the Character being large 
and fair, maile a fine ſhew indeed, 
but perhaps hindered the ſpeedy 

| ſpreading of it, by enhancing the 
purchaſe, and making it too bulkze. 

| And many Prayers of mo$ ge- 
neral and incomparable- uſe being 
altogether in Latine , were per-

fefly uiiſerviceable to the Devo- 
"tion of ſuch who had learnt to 
Pray onely in their Mother- 
Tongue, and were Strangers to 
all others. 

The Method no doubt was the 
Jame which he found-in the Ori- 
ginal ; but the whole being com- 
poſed at ſeveral times on different 
Motives, the Order cottld not be 
ery natural , nor wery appoſite 
for the ready finding of ordinary 
perſons ; though the Biſhop s con- 

ant prattice might have made

A 
Lamb it was, but it muſt be eaten 
with foure herbs, Exod. 12.8. I ſhall 
obey, and labour to digeſt the ſoure 


' herbs, as well as the Lamb: And I 


ſhall remember it is the Lord's Pafl- 
over. I ſhall not think of the herbs, 
nor be angry with the hands that ga- 
thered them ; but look up only to 
him who inſtituted that,and governs 
theſe. For men can have no more 
power over me than what is given 
them from above, St. John 19.11.

weakneſs and infirmity of fleſh and 
blood plentifully in me. And I have 
prayed with my Saviour, Ot tranſiret 
calix iſte, that this Cup of Red 
Wine might paſs from me, St. Luke 
22, 42. but if not, God's will, not | 
mine, be done. AndI ſhall moſt wil- | 
lingly drink of this Cup as deep as | 
he pleaſes, and enter into this Sea, 
yea, and paſs through it,.in the way! 
that he ſhall lead me, .,, - -; 

But I would have. it: remembred 
(good People) that. when God's ſer- 
vants were in this boiſterous Sea,and 
Aarow among them, the Egyptians 
which perſecuted them, anddid ig a | 
manner drive them into that Sea, 
- were drowned in the ſame Waters, 
while they were in purſuit of them, 

I know my God, whom Iſerve, 1s. 
as able to deliver me from this Sea of 
blood, as he was todeliver the three 
Children from the. Furnace, Daz. 3. 
And (I moſt humbly thank my Sa- 

vIOUr 
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viour for it) my reſolution 1s as theirs 
was : They would not worſhip the 
Image which the King had ſer up, 
nor will Ithe Imaginations which the 
People are ſetting up. Nor will I 
forſake the Temple and the Truth 
of God, to follow the bleating of Je- 


 roboam's Calves in Dan and in Bethel. 


And as for this People, they are 
at this day ruiſerably miſled : God of 
his mercy open their eyes, that they 
may ſee the right way. For at this 
day the blind lead the blind; and if 
they go on, both will certainly in- 
to the ditch, S. Luke 6. 39. 

For my (elf, I am (and I acknow- 
ledge it in all humility) a moſt grie- 
vous ſinner many ways, by thought, 
word, and deed : And yet I cannot 
doubt but that God hath mercy 


| in ſtore for me a poor Penitent, as 


well as for other Sinners. I havenow 
upon this ſad occaſion ranſacked eve- 
ry corner of my. heart; and yet I 
thank God I have not found among 
the many,any one ſin which deſerves 

M death 
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death by any known Law of this 
Kingdom, - 

And yet hereby I charge nothing 
upon my Judges : forif they proceed 
upon proof by valuable Witneſles, I 
or any other Innocent may be juſtly 
condemned. And I thank God, tho' 
the weight of the Sentence ]ye hea- 
vy upon me, I am as quiet within 
as ever I was 1n my he. 

And though I am not only the 
firſt Archbiſhop, but the firſt Man 
that ever died by an Ordinance in 
Parliament, yet ſome of wy Prede- 
ceſlors have gone this way, though 
not by this means. For Ephegus was 
hurried away and loſt his Head by 
the Danes : Simon Sudbury 1n the fu- 
ry of Wat Tjler and his Fellows. Be- 
ſore theſe, $. Job Baptiſt had his head 
danced off by a lewd Woman: And 
St. Cyprian, Archbiſhop of Carthage, 
ſubmitted his head to a perſecuting 
Sword. Many examples great and 
g00d; and they teach me patience,

bimſelf. VA 
. Yea, but here's a great clamour 
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look of another dye, than the colour 


that 1s put upon 1t here. 

And ſome comfort 1t 1s to me,not 
only that I go the way of theſe great 
men in their ſeveral Generations, but 
alſo that my Charge, -as foul as 1t 1s 
made, looks like that of the Jews 
againſt S. Payl, AFs 25.8. for he was 
accuſed for the Law and the Tem- 
ple, z. e. Religion. And like that of 
St. Stephen, AFs 6. 14. for breaking 
the Ordinances which Moſes gave, 
7. e, Law and Religion, the Holy 
Place and the Law, vey. 13. | 

But you will-fay, Do I then com- 


pare: my felf with the Integrity of 


St. Part and St. Stephen 2 No, far be 


that from me. I only raiſe a comfort 


to my ſelf, that theſe great Saints and 
Servants of God were laid at in their 
times, as I am now, And it is me- 
morable that St. Paul, who helped 
on this Accufation againſt St. Stepher, 
did after fall under the very ſame 


. 
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that I would have brought in Popery. 
I ſhall anſwer that more fully by and 
by. In the mean time you know 
what the Phariſees laid againſt Chriſt 
himſelf, St. Johz 11.48. If we let him 
alone, all men will believe oz him: Et 
venient Romani, and the Romans will 
come,and take away both our Place and 
the Nation. Here was a cauſeleſs cry 
againſt Chriſt,that the Romans would 
come. And ſce how juſt the Judg- 
ment of God was. They crucified 
Chriſt for fear left the Romans ſhould 
come; and his death was it which 
brought in the Romans upon them; 
God puniſhing them with that which 
they moſt feared. And I pray God 
this clamour of Fenient Romani, of 
which I have given no cauſe, help 
not to bring them in. For the Pope 
never had ſuch a Harveſt in England 
fince the Reformarion, as he hath 
now upon the Sets and Diviſions 
that are among(t us. In the mean 
time, by honour and diſhonour, bygood 
report' and evil report, as a het 
an 
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and yet true, am I paſſing through 
this World, 2 Cor. 6. 8. 

- Some Particulars alſo I think it 
not amiſs to ſpeak of. 

I. And firſt, this I ſhall be bold to 
fpeak of the King our gracious Sove- 
reign : He hath been much traduced 
alſo for bringing in of Popery. But 
on my Conſcience ( of which I ſhall 
give God a prefent account)I know 
him to be as free from this Charge as 
any man living: And I hold him to 
beas ſound a Proteſtant according to 
the Religion by Law eſtabliſhed, as 
any man in his Kingdom : and that 
he will venture his life as far and as 
freely for it. And I think I do or 
ſhould know both his affeQion to 
Religion, and his grounds for it, as 
fully as any man in England. 

2. Theſecond particular 1s concer- 
ning this great and populous City 
(which God bleſs.) Here hath been 
of late-a faſhion taken up to gather 
hands,and then go to the great Court 
of the Kingdom, the Parliament,and 
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clamour for Juſtice 3 as if that great 
and wiſe Court, before whom the 
Cauſes come. which are unknown'to 
the Many, could: not: or would not 
do Juſtice, but! at their appoint- 
ment; a way which may endanger 
many an innocent man, and pluck 
his blood upon their own Heads; 
and perhaps upon the Cities'ai{o. :- , 
And this hath been lately practi- 
ſed againſt my lelf : the Magiſtrates 
ſtanding (till and/ſuffering them 0« 
penly to proceed from Pariſh to Pa- 
riſh without check: God forgive the 
ſetters of this, with all my heart I 
beg it 3 but many well-meaning peo- 
ple are caught by 1t. | 
In St. Stepher's caſe, when nothing 
elſe would ſerve, they (ſtirred up the 
People againft him, A&-s 6. 12. And 
Herod went the ſame way ; when he 
had killed St. James, yet he would 
not venture upon St. Peter, till he 
found how the other pleaſed the peo- 
ple, As 12. 3. 
But take heed of having your hands 
| fall 
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full of blood, Eſa. 1. 15. for there is 
a time beſt known to himſelf, when 
God above other fins makes Inquiſt- 
tion for blood. And when that In- 
quiſition is on foot, the Pſalmilt tells 
us, P/al.9. 12. that God remembers; 
but that's 1.0t all, he remembers,1nd 
forgets not the Complaint of the 
poor, z. e. whoſe blood is ſhed. by 


Oppreſliton, ver. 9. 


Take heed of this; 'Tzs a fearful - 
thing to ſall into.the hands of the l;- 
ving God, Heb. 12. but then eſpeci- 
ally, when he is making Inquiſition 
for blood. 

And with my Prayers to avert it, 
I do heartily defire this City to re- 
member the Prophecy that is expreſ- 
ſed Jer. 26. 15. 

3. Thethird particular is the poor 
Church of Ezgland. It hath flouriſh- 
ed, an] been a ſhelter to other neigh- 
bouring Churches, when ſtorms have 
driven upon them; but alas now 1t 1s 
ina ſtorm it ſelf, and God only knows 
whether or how it ſhall get out. And

without, it is become like an Oak

. 4. The laſt Particular ( for I am 
not willing to be too long) is my 
ſelf; I was born and baptized inthe 
boſome of the Church of England 
eſtabliſhed by Law. In that Profeſli- 
on I have ever ſince lived, and in 
that I come now to dye. 

What clamours and ſJandersI have 
endured for Jabouring to keep an 
Unformity 1n the external Service 
of God, according to the DoGrine 

and 
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and Diſcipline of this Church,all men 


know, and I have abundantly felt; 


Now at laſt I am accuſed of High- 
Treaſon in Parliament.a Crime which 
my ſoul ever abhorred. This Frea- 
fon was charged to conlift of two 
parts: An endeavour to fubvert the 
Laws of the Land; and a like en- 
deavour to overthrow the true Pro- 
teſtant Religion eſtabliſhed by Law. 

Beſides my Anſwers to the ſeveral 
Charges, I proteſted mine Innocen- 
cy in both Houſes. It was ſaid Priſo- 
ners Proteſtations at the Bar muft 
not be taken, I muſt therefore come 
now to it upon my death, being in- 
ſtantly to give God an account for 
the truth of it. 

[do therefore here m the preſence 
of God and his holy Angels, take it 
upon my death, that I never endea- 
voured the Subverſion either of Law 
or Religion. And I deſire you all to 
remember this Proteſt of mine for 


' my innocency in this, and from all 


Treaſons whatſoever.

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I have been accuſed Hhkewiſe as an 
Enemy to Parliaments: No, I under- 
ſtand them, and the benefit that 
comes by them, too well to be fo : 
Bat I did diſlike the miſ- governments 
of ſome Parliaments many ways.,and 
I had good reaſon for it; for Cor- 
ruptio optimi eſt peſſama. And that be- 
ing the higheſt Court, over whichno 
other hath juriſdiction, when *tis 
milinformed or miſgoverned , the 
Subjed 1s left without all remedy. 

But I have done. I forgive all the 
World, all and every of thoſe bitter 
Enemies which have perſecuted me 3 
and humbly defire to be forgiven of 
God firſt, and then of every man. 

And ſo I heartily -defire you to 
joyn in Prayer with me. 


Eternal God and merciful Fa- 
ther, look down upon me 1n 
mercy, in the riches and fulneſs of all 
thy mercies. Look upon me, but 
not till thou haſt nailed my fins to 


the Croſs of Chriſt, not till thou haſt 
bathed 
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bathed me in the blood of Chriſt,not 


till I have hid my ſelf in the wounds. 


of Chriſt; that ſo the puniſhment due 


_ unto my fins may paſs over me. And 
ſince thou art pleaſed to try me to 


the uttermoſt, I moſt hambly befeech 
thee, give me now in this great 1n- 


ſtant, full patience, proportionable- 


comfort, and a heart ready to die for 
thine honour, the King's happineſs, 
and this Churches prefervation.
